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Claims 



1. A filling material for filtration cent aining^c^ jilted- 
;c;arbori layer (1) on which a highly dense nonwoven fabric layer 

(2) is laminated in the direction of water flow. 

2. The filling material for filtration described in Claim 1 
containing both the above-mentioned activated; carbori layer (1) 
and a highly dense nonwoven fabric layer (2) homogeneously 
dispersed with an antibacterial material made with a synthetic 
insoluble inorganic material either to which silver ions are 
bonded or on which a silver compound is deposited, in an amount 
necessary to obtain a silver content of 0.05-1.0% for both the 
^activate^ carbon layer (1) and the highly dense nonwoven fabric 
layer (2) . 

3. The filling material for filtration described in Claim 1 
containing both an activate layer (1) homogeneously 
dispersed with an antibacterial material made with a synthetic 
insoluble inorganic material either to which silver ions are 
bonded or on which a silver compound is deposited, in an amount 
necessary to obtain a silver content of 0.05-1.0% for the 
above-mentioned activated carbon layer (1) and highly dense 
nonwoven fabric layer (2) consisting of the fibers containing an 
antibacterial material made with a synthetic insoluble . inorganic 
material either to which silver ions are bonded or on which 
silver compound is deposited, in an amount necessary to obtain a 
silver content of 0.05-1.0% for the fibers of the highly dense 
nonwoven fabric layer (2) .
